DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 01/24/08 
has been entered. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, see REMARKS, filed 01/24/08, with respect to Claims 1- 
8, 10-31, & 62 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejections of Claims 
1-8, 10-31, & 62 have been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-8, 10-31, & 62 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of 
reasons for allowance: The prior art of record does not disclose nor suggest a gas 
supply aperture that is on a different surface than the opening of the cavity.
